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Graduates to Face Tough Job Market 


Slow Economy Forcing Employers to Limit Openings

Because of the current ‘‘white 
collar recession,’’ the number of 
jobs available for this year’s col- 
lege graduates is more limited 
than in 1991, according to Direc- 
tor of Career Counseling and 


Placement Sharon Baughan. As 
a result, Baughan says that there 
has been a noted increase in 
graduate school applicants for 
‘those seeking to postpone job 
search,’’ consequently making 
competition stiffer for spots in 
law schools, medical schools, and 


What are your plans after graduation? 
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343 seniors called. 140 students responded. 
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other institutions of graduate- 
level learning. 

An article in USA Today in 
December reported that 
employers expect hiring of 
college graduates to be down 10 
percent this year, the third 
straight yearly decline. The fall 
was 9.8 percent in 1990-91 and 
13.3 percent in the 1989-90. 
“*Those lucky enough to get jobs 
will make, on average, only 2 
percent more than the Class of 
1991,”’ the article said. 

Baughan said that Hopkins has 
also felt the effects of the 
sluggish economy. 

“‘On-campus recruiting is 
down by 20 to 30 percent,’’ she 
said. ‘‘When companies are lay- 
ing off people or simply are not 
hiring new employees, they cer- 
tainly are not going to hire new 
college graduates.’’ 

Baughan agreed that the current 
recession is a ‘‘white collar reces- 
sion,’’ and that ‘‘those laid off 
take jobs that college students 
would have taken.”’ 

From what she has observed in 
her position as director of career 
placement and counseling, every 


Poet Opens MLK Lectures 


Giovanni Addresses “‘Somebodyness,’ Life

Speaking with the same stac- 
cato leaps that made her poetry 
famous, Nikki Giovanni 
delivered a lecture and poetry 
reading Wednesday night that 
ranged from autobiography to 
political critique to personal ex- 
hortation, ending with a solemn 
word from her generation to the 
students sitting before her. 

“‘We are hoping for you,”’ said 
Giovanni, who teaches at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute and 


is the author of numerous books 
of poetry, ‘‘because you are the 
best, and the knowledge of the 
world is at your fingertips.’ 

It was an appropriate conclu- 
sion to the first lecture in the 
Black Student Union’s Martin 
Luther King Jr. Lecture Series, 
one which emphasized a fusion of 
self-reliance and the recognition 
of one’s own history. 

Though Giovanni aimed some 
of her comments at black 
students, who formed the majori- 
ty of the audience, the advice she 


gave was far from exclusive. 
Speaking about America’s pro- 
clivity to ‘‘train men to become 
little sex machines,’’ Giovanni 
warned that both men and women 
would suffer—and have 
suffered—the consequences if 
they did not attempt to help rather 
than try to exploit one another. 
‘We want our sons to be credi- 
ble men, and our daughters to be 
credible women,’’ she said. 
Giovanni cited the recent rape 
conviction of boxer Mike Tyson

‘‘The recession has had a real 
snowball effect,’’ she said.

Perry said that development of 
a Student Conduct Board began 
about five years ago when Dean 
of Homewood Schools Service 
Chris Colombo was Dean of 
Students. At that time Colombo 
had two student interns in his 
office working on developing 
some form of a judicial board for 
Hopkins. The project continued 
when Susan Boswell became 
Dean of Students. Senior Chris 
Delaney worked over the summer 
contacting other schools and do- 
ing research on the student 
judicial process and student coun- 
cil president Amy Sandusky and 
treasurer Mike Byrne also 
reviewed the Board and made 
suggestions, Case-Western, Nor- 
thwestern, MIT, Amherst, and 
Cornell are all institutions upon 
which the Hopkins Conduct 
Board is modelled. 

‘In general it is a very good 
idea,’’ Byrne said. ‘‘I prefer the 
idea of students handling 


disciplinary matters or being 


involved in the process. It’s a real 
step forward to get students 
involved in handling their own 
affairs.” 

Byrne also said that there had 


been some confusion about the 
system within the Student Coun- 
cil, but that the confusion was not 
a result of the Student Conduct 
Code which has been in effect for 
several years. With the creation 
of a Student Conduct Board the 
‘‘University is changing the 
implementation with a student 
component,’’ said Byrne. He also 
emphasized that, ‘‘the Student 
Council is trying to determine 
what role the Council will play in 
the selection of students for the 
Conduct Board.”’ 

Under the previous disciplinary 
process if a student violated 
University policy, as stated in the 
JHU Student Handbook, Securi- 
ty Manual and Calendar, the 
Dean of Students would 
investigate the charges, conduct 
a hearing, and, if necessary, 
impose a sanction. The student 
then had the option of appealing 
to the Dean of Homewood 
Schools Services, and if still 
dissatisfied, to the Provost. The 
decision of the Provost was final, 

Under the expanded or new 
process, complaints are lodged 
with the Student Conduct Officer 
or the Director of Residential 
Life. The Conduct Officer or the 
Director then investigates the 
complaint, classifies it as a 
major or minor violation, and

Counseling Services 
Revamped at JHU

Beginning in July 1992, non- 
academic counseling services at 
Homewood will be run through 
the auspices of a new entity—the 
Counseling and Student Develop- 
ment Center—created by the 
Homewood Student Counseling 
Services Committee that since 
February of 1991 has been 
evaluating campus counseling 
services. Although the goal of 
the new center is to better serve 
the students by providing more 
cohesive and coordinated 
counseling services, many, after 
reading the outline of the 
reorganization proposal written 
by Deans Boswell and Colombo, 
expressed concerns as to how the 
variety and volume student 
counseling services could be met 
by one central organization. 

“‘Because of the number of ser- 
vices that have grown over time, 
the Minority Student Services Of- 
fice, for example, there was a 
legitimate need to review the pro- 
grams and provide better pro- 
grams and provide better coor- 
dination to facilitate student ac- 
cess,’’ said Dr. Alan Barnes, ac- 
ting director of counseling and 
psychiatric services at the White 
House. . 

Dr. Barnes, though, is not con- 
vinced that the macro counseling 
center model that the report fin- 
dings propose, is appropriate for 
the Hopkins community. 

‘‘The new organization will 
basically eliminate White House 
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Acting Director of Counseling and Psychiatric Services 


activities,’ he said. ‘‘For those 
students under long term 
psychiatric care, this change is 
detrimental.’’ 

According to White House 
statistics, approximately 10 per- 
cent of the Hopkins population— 
undergraduates and graduates 
and Sciences, 
Engineering, Peabody, and 
undergraduates from the School 
of Nursing—use services offered 
by the White House. In the 
1989-1990 annual report, that 
percent amounted to 538 
students. 

“‘Of that 10 percent, 15 percent 
were treated under the care of a 
psychiatrist,’’ Dean of Students 
Susan Boswell said. ‘‘The other 
85 percent received general 
counseling from the White House 
staff; treatment which they will 
continue to receive in the 
center.”’ 

In the reorganized system, 
psychiatric counseling will not be 
the focus of counseling services, 
said Dean of Homewood Schools 
Services Chris Colombo. Those 
students who need intensive 
psychiatric care will be referred 
to off-campus psychiatrists. 

Students will have to pay all 
fees if referred out of the macro- 
center, whereas at the White 
House they only pay a counsel- 
ifig tee after the fifth visit. With 
the new system, if counseling can 
be handled by the center staff, 
students will pay nothing for the: 
services.

meets with the student in order to 
ascertain whether they wish to 
declare their guilt or innocence. 

Minor violations are dealt with 
by the Conduct Officer or by the 
Director of Residential Life and 
only go to the Student Conduct 
Board on appeal. Students accus- 
ed of a major violation have the 
option of a hearing with the Dean 
of Students or with the Board. 
Decisions of the Board may be 
appealed to the Dean of Students, 
except for the sanction of expul- 


sion which can be appealed to the 
Dean of Homewood Schools 
Services. 

Code violations include 
interference with the exercise of 
basic rights, physical or verbal 
threats, refusal to obey the orders 
of University officials, instruc- 
tors, or administrators, violations 
of criminal and civil law on 


University property, the 
unauthorized distribution or 
possession of controlled 


substances, and sexual harass- 
ment. Violations of the Code may 


be reported by any member of the 
Hopkins community or by a per- 
son from outside of the Hopkins 
community, such as a Charles 
Village resident. 

Andrea Perry, who is also the 
student conduct officer, said that, 
‘the Code speaks pretty clearly 
to students and to the standards 
of the Hopkins Community, not 
Charles Village standards.’’ 
According to Perry, “‘a Charles 
Village Resident could file a com- 
plaint, but we might refuse to do 
anything about it, and if we did

Hopkins graduates enter graduate 
school or professional school 
after college. Recently, though, 
she observed an upward trend. 

“‘A lot of students are saying 
that the job market is so bleak that 
they are going to graduate 
school,’’ Baughan said. ; 

Kingan said that these students 
should realize that ‘‘everybody 
else is also thinking about 
graduate school.’’ 

“‘Competition is up for admis- 
sions now,’’ Kingan said. 
“*Students shouldn’t use it as an 
alternative to getting a job.”’ 

Graduate departments at 
Hopkins have observed an 
increase in applicants for admis- 
sions this year, but like Sharon 
Widomski from the Department 
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of History, no one is sure that this 
increase can be linked directly 
with the bad economic market. 

‘‘We did have an increase of 
applications this year, a couple 
hundred more. I don’t know 
whether it had anything to do with 
the job market,’’ a source from 
the Johns Hopkins Medical 
School said. 

Some seniors have expressed 
concern about finding a job this 
year or know of people who have 
had problems landing positions 
that were their first choices. 

“I’m planning to go to medical 
school, but I know a lot of peo- 
ple who are older who are 
waitressing or coaching 
temporarily until they find a job 
available,’’ senior Jill Christensen 
said. 

Senior Steven Mizrach said that 
he plans to go to graduate school 
eventually, but he will be taking 
a year off to participate in an 
internship. 

‘‘Judging from the amount of 
rejection letters my roommate has 
gotten, I would say that the reces- 
sion has definitely had an 
impact,’’ Mizrach said. 

For senior anthropology major 
Eve Gurian, her plans are 
definitely set on the employment 
world. Gurian said that despite 
President Bush’s State of the 
Union address where “‘he put a 
freeze on all government hiring,’’ 
she is more than likely going to 


be employed at the National In- 
stitute of Health (NIH). 

‘‘Two years ago I started work- 
ing as an intern at NIH,’’ she 
said. ‘‘They know me well from 
my past work, so it was relative- 
ly easy to set up a job there, even 
though it is a government job.”’ 

Baughan suggests that students 
who are seeking jobs after 
graduation should plan ahead 
during their undergraduate years 
and participate in internships. 

‘‘On-campus job recruiting 
may be down, but students should 
not get the notion that it is the 
only way to get a job,”’ she said. 
‘“‘We’re trying to encourage a lot 
of undergraduates to do intern-! 
ships, so that by the time they: 
graduate they will have work 
experience.”’ 

Despite the tight job market, 
““companies are still out there 
looking for the nations top 
students,’’ Business Today 


. Teports. 


“The job market is putting a 
premium on career experience 
and top-notch grades,’’ the 
magazine writes. “‘The best 
students in the country will have 
to compete even harder for the 
best spots in this year’s tight job 
market.”’ 

‘‘Everybody gets rejection 
letters,’ Baughan said. “‘Don’t 
be discouraged. The world is 
very competitive, but it is also 
exciting.”’ 


Council Creates Book Swap 
Alternative to JHU Bookstore Available

In an effort to help 
students save money, the student 
council has instituted a book swap 

_ at Hopkins. 

"The book swap was initiated by 
~ the Council to ‘‘help students ex- 
change books’’ amongst 

themselves and ‘‘circumvent the 
bookstore,’’ Senior Class 
‘Representative David DuTot 
said. ‘‘The bookstore makes a lot 
of money on used book sales,”’ 
DuTot said, ‘‘We want to help 
-keep money between the 
students...to let the students 
"Save money.”’ 
- Sophomore Class President 
_ Aneesh Chopra explained that the 
_ initial goal was to build a 
_‘*student-run bookstore.”’ 
‘“*That was too complicated,”’ 
Chopra said, ‘‘It required

resources that school doesn’t 
have.”’ 

As an alternative Chopra said 
the book swap, which used ‘‘stu- 
dent council as a vehicle for its 
central event,’’ was formed. 
According to Chopra, Council 
hopes ‘‘to make the book swap 
permanent.’’ He sees this as very 
plausible because the ’’ad- 
ministration has been very 
helpful.’’ / 

In the beginning of second 
semester, a book swap was held 
in the Great Hall. DuTot said that 
“over a thousand dollars worth 
of sales’’ was made. He believ- 
ed that had it been ‘‘more well- 
known, it would have done 
better.’’ 

‘‘The present set-up of the 
book swap eliminates the need to 
have an actual place of ex- 
change,’’ DuTot said. He said 
that students can participate in the 
book swap by writing the name 
of the book they are selling, the 


price they are seeking, their cam- 
pus mailbox number and their 
phone number’’ on the book swap 
sheet located on the bulletin board 
just outside Levering Hall and 
near Arellano Theater. Students 
who want to purchase those par- 
ticular books can call the numbers 
on the sheet and arrange the sales 
themselves. DuTot added that 
there is also a sheet where 
students can write down the 
books they wish to buy and leave 
similar personal information so 
that sellers can contact them. 
Although the book swap is one 
remedy for the high price of 
textbooks, Council is still in 
active pursuit to alleviate this 
situation. According to DuTot, a 
few Council members, including 
himself, are on a task force 
‘Comparing prices of textbooks 
in various bookstores in 
Baltimore and in Washingtca 
D.C. to see how the Hopkins 
Bookstore compares.”’ 





do something it wouldn’t be on

Student response to the Board 
is mixed. Bill Van Horne, student 
executive board candidate and 
former chairman of the Board of 
Elections, said that the Board “‘is 
an improvement, but leaves 
something to be desired.”’

Other students see no need for 
the new board. ‘‘There is no need 
for a change,’ Richard Murray, 
of the School of Advanced Inter- 
national Studies, said. ‘‘I think 
Dean Boswell has done an ex- 
cellent job. I think it undermines 
the legitimacy of the process, in 
the sense that, my peers will sit 
in judgment over me. . .I’d rather 
have a wiser, more experienced, 
person stand in judgment over

Several other students express- 
ed no interest in the Board. 

The Board is in the process of 
being selected and, at full strength 
will include ten undergraduates, 
and an as yet undetermined 
number of faculty or ad- 
ministrators. All members must 
go through a half-day training 
session. The training session in- 
cludes a competent dealing with 
procedural matters and a second 
component which deals with the 
philosophical and moral facets of 











the Code. 

Board sanctions include formal 
warnings, community service, 
disciplinary probation, removal 
from university housing, and ex- 
pulsion from the University. The 
Board will hear cases on a rotating 
basis, with panels of three 
students and two administrators 
or faculty. Hearings are closed to 
everyone except those directly 
involved in the case, and the pro- 
ceedings are confidential. Perry 
expects the Board to begin hear- 
ing cases right after Spring Break. 








False Alarm. the Year of the 
Monkey was celebrated in the Glass Pavilion 
last Saturday at the annual Chinese Students 
Association (CSA) new year banquet.

as an extreme example of what 
happens when two people try to 
use each other. Though she found 
both parties in the case at fault, 
she reminded the audience that 
‘‘the penis is not a weapon’’ and 
berated the preeminence of sex in 
American culture. 

Following this, Giovanni ad- 
vised men to stop manipulating 
women and urged women not to 
be naive about the designs of 
many suitors. ‘‘It’s only sex,”’ 
she said, shaking her head as if 
she thought the point too obvious 
to merit repeating. 

Giovanni’s lecture was devoted 
more to personal uplift than to 
criticism and complaint, 
however. Throughout her wide- 
ranging monologue, which ran 
slightly over an hour, she remind- 
ed the audience of the importance 
of self-esteem and—though she 


didn’t use the term—the state of 
mind that Martin Luther King 
referred to as ‘‘somebodyness.”’ 

Warning that ‘‘life will not be 
easy,’’ she counseled students to 
remember that ‘‘first you own 
yourself.’’ This, she suggested, 
should empower people to make 
positive changes in society rather 
than make them selfish. 

‘Your parents want you to be 
well off,’’ she said. ‘‘I don’t just 
mean materially, though that’s 
part of it. Your parents want you 
to be well spiritually.’’ This was 
only one of several insights into 
the relationships between parents 
and children that Giovanni of- 
fered during the lecture. 

Giovanni urged students to give 
their parents more credit than 
they normally might, to give them 
a break because they were more 
aware of their children’s pro- 
blems than they would ever let 


on. ‘‘Your parents want to know 
that there isn’t a door on planet 
earth that you can’t go through, 
and be well,’’ she said. 

Even though the topics of 
Giovanni’s lecture often leapt 
from one subject to the next, her 
commonsensical approach : 
issues endowed her words with a 
strong thematic center that 
presented the audience with 
“‘truths’’ to consider and possi- 
ble actions to correct them. 

She took particular pleasure in 
dismantling popular perceptions 
of politics, character, and pover- 
ty, and directed many of her 
criticisms toward the Republican 
right. 

“I see George Bush on televi- 
sion saying that ‘Hard times build 
character,’ ’’ she recalled. ‘‘What 
would George know?’’ She 
pointed out that many people tend 
to romanticize the past and often 


glorify hardship in the process. 

“I don’t think hardship builds 
character,’’ she said, and sug- 
gested that more likely results of 
hardship are _ frustration, 
alcoholism, wife beating, and loss 
of self-esteem. 

Giovanni confided her exas- 
peration in hearing denunciations 
of affirmative action from black 
authority figures such as law pro- 
fessor Stephen Carter and 
Supreme Court Justice Clarence 
Thomas. ‘‘Clarence is such 
slime,’’ she said. ‘‘Affirmative 
action is not a question of black 
brains, it’s a question of white 
prejudice.”’ 

Despite these observations, 
however, Giovanni warned her 
audience that ‘‘whatever you are, 
first you are your color.’’ But she 
implied that this should not pre- 
vent students or any other black 
people from finding a personal 
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identity. ‘‘You have got to find 


a way to be you,”’ she said. 


Near the conclusion of her lec- 


ture, Giovanni evoked the image 
of the first Africans who had been 
brought to the American colonies 


in 1619. She questioned the 
received wisdom that the ‘‘best of 


the slaves were the ones who 


killed themselves’’ and that those 
who survived were ‘‘leftovers.’’ 

“‘T don’t know about you,’’ she 
said, ‘‘but I don’t like to think of 
myself as a leftover. ..I don’t 
think the best of us killed 
themselves. The best of us said, 
‘This is another challenge.’ ’’ 

The entirety of Nikki Giovan- 
ni’s lecture was a primer for sur- 
viving that challenge, for absorb- 
ing its lessons and putting them 
to constructive use.

“*Psychiatric care, or the 
“medical model’ now in existence 
at the White House, will no 
longer be the focus,’’ he added. 

‘*They want to move to a more 
psychological aspect of counsel- 
ing, more of a ‘student develop- 
ment’ orientation rather than a 
medical/psychiatric approach,”’ 
Student Council Treasurer Mike 
Byrne said, referring to his 
understanding of the new center 
based on the briefing Boswell and 
Colombo gave some Student 
Council representatives last 
Saturday. 

Yet the change in the orienta- 
tion of counseling and the group- 
ing together of different services, 
according to Barnes, is a big 
endeavor. 

“‘T simply question whether it’s 
appropriate to discard all that we 
have done in favor of some new 
untried concept. . . It’s a question 
of transition versus revamping,”’ 
Barnes said. 

According to the February 7 
letter from Deans Boswell and 
Colombo, the ‘‘revamped’’ 
counseling service will take on 
the following form: A _coor- 
dinating director will oversee the 
counseling activities of five men- 
tal health/career counselors, a 
part-time psychiatrist, a substance 
abuse counselor, a director of 
outreach programs and one assis- 
tant, a director of pastoral pro- 
grams, a director of placement- 
services, four administrative 
secretaries, a two person office 
for volunteer programs, and a 
three person office of Minority 
Affairs. Staff members from the 
Office of International Students 
and Faculty wil be integrated in-

The consolidation of the 
responsibilities of counseling ser- 
vices into the Counseling and Stu- 
dent Development Center will 
provide a coordinated and holistic 
counseling service for students, 
according to Boswell. 

‘‘From day one through their 
senior year students will be able 
to receive counseling services all 
under one umbrella,’’ she said. 

Sharon Baughan, director of 
career counseling and placement, 
agreed that under the umbrella of 
a centralized organization, the 
transition of students, from career 
counseling, to internship place- 
ment to eventual job placement 
may be smoother. 

“The most important thing is 
not to lose students through the 
steps,’’ she said. 

““Because the feedback we 
received from students suggested 
that not all their needs were be- 
ing met...members of the 
Homewood Student Counseling 
Services Committee decided that 
a change in the current model was 
necessary,’’ Colombo said. 

Colombo and Boswell men- 
tioned that students had cited the 
stigma attached to the White 
House—that only people with 
“‘serious mental problems’’ go 
there—as one of the elements con- 
sidered in evaluating the effec- 
tiveness of the present counseling 
services available. 

“‘Students were also confused 
as to what operation to go for 
their given problem,’’ Colombo 
said. 

Confusion and ambivalence, 
though, were not the elements 
that Baughan offered as the stu-

dent’s main concern in the office. 

‘*This office really didn’t ex- 
perience it,’’ she said. 

Baughan believes that students 
seeking career counseling know 
where they can find it. 

“*It’s pretty clear in our name,”’ 
she said. 

In the new macro counseling 
center career counseling will be 
handled by the five full-time 
‘‘mental health and career 
counseling counselors,’’ a merg- 
ing of White House and Career 
Counseling responsibilities that 
Boswell and Colombo hope will 
engender more ‘‘coordinated and 
expanded services.”’ 

That five multi-facted 
counselors and one part-time 
psychiatrist will shoulder the 
responsibilities now performed 
by two full-time career 
counselors, five full-time 
equivalent social workers, one 
and three quarters full-time 
psychiatrists, and numerous part- 
time, non-salaried clinical senior 
staff members does not worry 
Boswell and Colombo. 

Numerically, the cuts in pro- 
fessional staff will remain 
roughly the same, Colombo said. 
Of the 24 staff members Colom- 
bo cited as present full-time 
counseling staff, only 3.5 
positions will be lost in the new 
organization. According to the 
deans, it was not an economical- 
ly motivated consolidation. 

‘‘The professional staff's duties 
will just be expanded for better 
service, ’’ Colombo said. 

Students and counselors alike, 
though, expressed worry that at 
least on paper, the size of the staff 
will not cover the counseling 
needs of the Hopkins population.

students,’’ Baughan said. 

Barns, Baughan, - University 
Chaplain Gretchen Van Utt and 
numerous students all expressed 
serious reservations about the ex- 
tensiveness of the reorganization. 

“‘I was shocked,’’ Barnes said, 
who knows only as much about 
the reorganization as Boswell and 
Colombo stated in their letter. 

‘‘The only contact I had with 
the committee was last spring, 
when I was only asked to respond 
to questions defining the White 
House, quoting numbers,’’ Barnes 
said. “‘I was never asked to 
describe my vision for counsel- 
ing services.”’ 

With the new organization, 
Barnes said ‘‘in essence, my posi- 
tion is terminated.’’ 

Barnes is not the only staff 
member whose position at 
Hopkins is at stake. Current 
counseling staff members ‘‘will 
be invited to apply’’ for the new 
positions, according to this Mon- 
day’s Gazette article which 
describes the reorganization. But

Despite arguments against the 
changes, Student Council approv- 
ed section changes to the SAC’s 
Constitution, which would allow 
organizations to charge member- 
ship dues, and also place these 
groups under the auspices of the 
SAC. 

Junior Zack Sullivan argued to 
council members that students 
would not be able to afford dues 
and other expenses if they joined 
a particular group. There are 
many groups that do not charge 
dues. He questioned whether the 
funds allocated by the SAC would 
be divided among existing 
organizations to accomodate new 
groups. This change, according 
to Sullivan, would not help 
groups that could not sustain suf- 
ficient membership in the future. 

Chad Holien, council chair of 
Athletics, countered Sullivan’s 
arguments, stating that the 
changes would allow groups to be 
consolidated under the SAC. He 
cited the ice hockey group which 
charges dues to its members and 
receives some funding from Dean 
of Students Susan Boswell. Under 
the new section, the hockey team 
would be able to receive funding 
from the SAC and still charge 
dues for expenses, such as ren- 
ting out a skating rink for prac- 
tice. Holien stated that it would 


be absurd for a student to assume 
that he could use the skating 
facilities frequently without pay- 
ing for them. 

The Student Council also ap- 
proved changes in the SEALS 
Committee Constitution. The 
purpose of the committee is to 
present awards to JHU graduates 
for ‘‘meritorious and outstanding 
contributions to student ac- 
tivities.’’ Ben Harris presented 
the changes to council asking for 
approval. After some debate on 
the wording of particular sec- 
tions, the constitution was final- 
ly approved. 

In other council news: 
eJay Lee, newly elected chair of 
minority affairs, reported a 
modest student turnout for last 
week’s meeting. Various topics 
such as a minority newsletter and 
a forum on cultural issues were 
entertained. A meeting is plann- 
ed for next Wednesday at 5:30 in 
the SAC Lounge. Lee also an- 
nounced that an event on the 
celebration of culture would take 
place on Sunday, March 21.

At this point last semester, we were ready to pack it in. When you 
commit most of your waking hours to an organization, it seems as 
if no one else can possibly understand the hell you endure every week.

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Worries about Consolidated Counseling Ser- 
vices; Explanation for Overcrowded Classes 


To the Editors: 

This week’s Gazette article con- 
cerning the consolidation of non- 
academic counseling services into a 
single center unfortunately glossed 
over the losers in this move: current 
and future clients of the Counseling 
and Psychiatric Services. As a 
graduate student using the Counsel- 
ing and Psychiatric services, I find 
the move toward consolidation 
disturbing and short-sighted. The ar-. 
ticle’s. one-sentefice reference to 
psychiatric counseling shows that, 
once again, Hopkins is ignoring an 
important student service 

The new consolidated center in- 
corporates many types of non- 
academic counseling. But psychiatric 
counseling is not equivalent to 
career, job, or even crisis interven- 
tion. The number of students, facul- 
ty, and employees who visit the 
White House is sizeable. Consider- 
ing the atmosphere of com- 
petitiveness and pressure inherent in 
the Hopkins experience, I doubt 
whether part-time counselors will be 
enough to deal with the amount of 
students requiring help, especially in 
light of the large numbers I’ve heard 
of who use the White House. Part- 
time service will short-change those 
who need counseling, especially on 
a long-term basis. 

Why is this change taking place? 
Though the article states the reasons 
are effectiveness, cost-efficiency, 
and alleviation of stigma, I think it 
is obvious that cost-efficiency is the 
primary motivation. Part-time 
counseling probably translates into 


short-term counseling and less finan- 
cial expenditure, which means 
students requiring long-term care 
must use off-campus services and 
pay high fees. Currently, I receive 
less than $6,000 in stipend funds, so 
the White House reduced my fee 
even though insurance covers only 
52% of my bill. While I appreciate 
the University’s financial problems, 
does it appreciate mine and other 
grad students’?

To the Editors: 

I wish to comment on facts and 
issues raised in Ms. Baek’s article of 
February 7, about introductory 
classes at Hopkins. First, the renova- 
tions, in Remsen will not be com- 
plete by May of 1993 as stated. The 
project will be finished in late 1993 
to early 1994. The inability to find 
swing space for all the faculty and 
their research groups elsewhere has 
meant a four phase schedule with 
disruptive double moves for almost 
everyone housed in the building. 
Phases 1 and 2 are underway at pre- 
sent and are hoped to be completed 
before the start of classes next fall. 
At that point removal of asbestos, 
demolition, and finally rebuilding 
will take place during the following 
year (phase 3). The main lecture 
rooms, Remsen | and 101, sadly, lie 
between and are included in the 
work of both phases 2 and 3. They 
will be offline for the present 
academic year as well as the next. 


In the meantime every effort is be- 
ing made to have these lecture rooms 
back in service by the fall of 1993. 
The absence of these large rooms 
(Remsen 1 seats 350 and Remsen 
101 seats 196), and the greatly 
increased enrollments in the major 
introductory science courses during 
the last 3 or 4 years has led to many 
of the problems described in Ms. 
Baek’s article. While the increase in 
undergraduate enrollments at 
Homewood has been about 15% 
overall, the registration in, for ex- 
ample, Introductory Chemistry and 
Laboratory has risen ca. 40% from 
1987 to 1991. Professor Bessman is 
quite right that this is a problem that 
lies out of our hands. 

While increased enrollment is a 
major factor leading to overcrowd- 
ed classrooms, another important 
contributing cause is the lack of 
coordination in the scheduling of the 
large lecture courses. Last year a

A New World Sell-Out 


With the end of the Cold War, 
the United States now stands 
alone as the most powerful force 
in the world. The former adver- 
sary, the now-defunct Soviet 
Union, embraces democracy and 
free-markets while the rest of the 
world appears content to abandon 
ideology and seek prosperity. 
Along with the opportunity to 
spread the ideal of democracy 
comes the responsibility to pro- 
tect democracy. Last month the 
government of Algeria (F.L.N.) 
violated democracy by calling off 
elections which they were losing 
to the Islamic fundamentalists 
(F.1.S.). Why did the United 
States do nothing when this was 
a clear violation of democracy? 

By Middle-East standards the 
Algerian elections were being 
conducted very fairly. After more 
than twenty years in power, the 
F.L.N. was losing the majority of 
its parliamentary seats and the last 
round of elections would have 
brought the F.I.S. to power. Last 
month before the last round of 
elections were held, the F.L.N. 


cancelled the elections and 
declared a state of emergency, 
preventing the F.I.S. from win- 
ning the elections. The F.L.N. 
violated rule number one of 
democracy, and the U.S. said 
nothing. . 

The F.L.N. is now using the 
army and their tanks to persuade 
the Islamic fundamentalists to 
give up their hopes for political 
power. It is true that the F.I.S. 
are radical fundamentalists a /a 
Khomeini who would institute 
“‘Sharia’’ and build an Islamic 
state (Tehran radio has promis- 
ed total support). But how does 
this justify violating the sacred 
ideal of democracy, the very 
principle upon which the U.S, 
empire hopes to set the course of 
the future? The F.1.S. were play- 
ing by the rules of the West, ex- 
pressing their voice democratical- 
ly without violence, and the U.S. 
supports a clear violation of 
democratic principles by the 
army-backed F.L.N. 

The eyes of the Arab world 
were on Algeria, and by allow- 


ing democracy to be violated, the 
U.S. sent a message that its 
sacred ideals only apply to those 
people it likes. 

While Assad and Mubarak 
have a stranglehold on the fun- 
damentalists, the Islamic political 
force is gaining support 
throughout the Arab world. It is 
clear that the message the U_S. 
was sending the Arab world in 
December and January, was that 
democracy is good only when it 
keeps pro-U.S. nations in power. 
The U.S. claims fair play and 
sacred ideals of a New World 
Order, but when different 
cultures voice their legitimate 
rights, suddenly fair play and 
sacred ideals are not important, 

The world is a chaotic jungle 
full of evil, danger and injustice, 
and history is a vicious cycle of 
blood, war, and unfairness. U.S, 
foreign policy should not fall prey 
to naive idealism. However the 
U.S. is an affluent society whose 
daily bread does not depend upon 
whether Algeria becomes 
Islamic. At worst, if the Middle

The Freshmen Get Screwed 





The freshman are getting a 
raw deal at the Johns Hopkins 
University. It’s become quite 
clear that next year’s mandatory 
housing and meal plans are bla- 
tant attempts to squeeze enor- 
mous sums of money out of 
helpless students. 

Next year, freshmen and 
sophomores will be required to 
live in some form of renovated 
university housing. 
These students will also be 
forced to pay a ridiculous amount 
of rent: approximately $400 per 
month. For this fee they will en- 
joy the comforts of a cramped 
double room and a common 
bathroom. In comparison, 
students can typically find off- 
campus rowhouse or apartment 
living for $200 to $300 per month 
for a single room and perhaps liv- 
ing room, private bathroom, and 
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washer/dryer as well. In other 
words, next year’s sophomores 
will be paying about $900 to 
$1800 more for housing than this 
year’s sophomores, and will be 
getting considerably /ess for it. 
This is no small embezzlement. 

The other way Hopkins plans 
to transform its freshmen into 
cash cows is through the man- 
datory Seiler’s meal plan. Despite 
the new state-of-the-art kitchens, 
the new housing is equipped with 
(and which students living there 
will be paying for), freshmen and 
sophomores will be forced to eat 
the mediocre Seiler’s fare at ex- 
orbitant prices. A mandatory 
meal plan always cheats students 
out of money, because they never 
eat all the meals they are forced 
to pay for. What is worse, 
however, is the price that Seiler’s 
is charging students for these 


meals: the meal plan price per 
meal is actually higher than the 
price charged to visitors off the 
street. Students on the 14-meal 
per week plan pay $2,405 per 
year, while a visitor who actual- 
ly ate all 14 meals per week all 
year would only be charged 
$2,265. In other words, Seiler’s 
is taking advantage of helpless 
students by charging them more 
than what the free market 
dictates. 

This University/Seiler scheme 
is of course outrageous, insulting, 
and grossly unfair. If the Univer- 
sity is going to require that 
freshmen live in its housing next 
year, then it has the responsibili- 
ty to charge rent competitive with 
that which students could other- 
wise find right next door in the 
free market. And there is no 
reason why students perfectly

should be required to join a meal 
plan, especially one which is so 
obviously taking advantage of 
them.

Naked Lunch 


Directed by David Cronenberg

Now here’s where it gets 


tricky. 


While under the influence of 


alcohol and drugs, an exter- 
minator named Bill Lee acciden- 
tally shoots his wife in the head. 
Instead of trying to explain his 
position to the police, he decides 


to go to Algiers until things cool 
down. 


But if you were to ask Bill Lee, 


and if he wanted to tell the truth, 
he might tell you a long and win- 
ding story about an intelligence 
agency run by huge cockroaches 
who instructed him to kill Joan 


Lee because she was an Elite 


Corps centipede, and then sent 


him to Interzone on the trail of the 
evil Doctor Benway. 

David Cronenberg’s Naked 
Lunch navigates this tender inter- 
face between the hallucinatory 
and the real. Rather than a movie 
version of the William S. Bur- 
roughs novel, Naked Lunch is a 
record of the author’s life during 
the writing of that novel. It is a 
movie shot from the eyes of a 
man who thinks, when he sits 
down at his typewriter, that he is 









“in the process of configuring a 
report’’ for his insectile 
employers, not writing a book. 

William Lee is played by Peter 
Weller, known for his title roles 
in Robocop and The Adventures 
of Buckaroo Bonzai. He makes 
Lee a gaunt and dry presence and 
registers less and less surprise as 
his situation becomes stranger 
and stranger. Judy Davis, who 
plays both Joan Lee and Interzone 
resident Joan Frost, looks 
delightfully depraved by her ad- 
dictions. I never thought that dark 
circles under the eyes could make 
someone look so attractive. The 
soundtrack, jazz taken from the 
works of the Ornette Coleman 
Trio, sets the movie neatly in the 
1950s without sounding artificial 
or pretentious. 

Charles Manson once said, 
““You put someone with the 
power at the controls and the boat 
is going to rock.’’ Naked Lunch 
is a forceful reminder that the 
director of a movie has a lot of 
control. Cronenberg takes the au- 
dience to Interzone and leaves 
them there for a little while. He 
occasionally sends a signal that 
Interzone is just a hallucination, 
but, for the most part, the au- 
dience is left on its own. 

And on the trip to Interzone, 
what will we see? Typewriters 
that into 


cockroaches and large, amorous 
scorpions. Telepathic expatriate 
writers. Roy Scheider dressed as 
a woman. There is abundant drug 
use and both hetero- and 
homosexual goings-on, but Nak- 
ed Lunch is not about sex or 
drugs. Or maybe it is. Maybe sex 
and drugs are so integral to 
modern life that Interzone is real- 
ly a microcosm of the real world 
that is so condensed that it looks 
like a claustrophobic, alien ver- 
sion of Marrakech. And maybe 
Cronenberg does not care 
whether you shoot dope, or have 
little friends of either sex, or suck 
the antennae of a mugwump. 
There’s fodder for sixteen 
scholarly papers in the worlds and 
images of Naked Lunch. This film 
has the power to stop all drug use, 
or to create a nation of heroin and 
morphine addicts. Maybe whole 
audiences will switch their sex- 
ual orientations or develop 
typewriter fetishes. (I was already 
romantically involved with a 
Smith-Corona, so I don’t count.) 
Whatever its effect, Naked 
Lunch is, hopefully, the shape of 
things to come for the 1990s. 
However, like most of my 
favorite movies, it will probably 
end up in an obscure corner of 
some video-rental place. Let’s 


hope not. -

Final Analysis Not Worth Inspection 





Final Analysis 
Directed by Phil Joanou 
Warner Bros. 
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1991 marked the resurgence of 
the intellectual thriller. Beginning 
with The Silence of the Lambs and 
continuing through Cape Fear 
and The Hand that Rocks the 
Cradle, it seems that Hollywood 
has decided that suspense is mak- 
ing a comeback. The latest entry 
in this category is Final Analysis, 
which presents itself as a high- 
budget, big-star combination of 
Silence - and Fear. However, 
unlike Demme and Scorsese, 
director Phil Joanou offers no 
new perspective on the suspense 
genre and is even unable to make 
the traditional formula 
work. 

The premise is interesting. So 
much so, in fact, that its poor 
treatment constantly reminds the 
viewer how much better this film 
could have been. The poor cut of 
the film, the roughness of the 
acting, and the unimaginative 
directing all suggest that Final 
Analysis was rushed through 
script, production, and release so 
as to capitalize on this trend as 
quickly as possible. If indeed the 
attempt was to formulize the 
work of Demme and Scorsese, it 
was time wasted. As so often 
when Hollywood senses a trend 
in the making, it ends the trend 
quickly by releasing substandard 
knockoffs.

An American Master Passes On 


The American saga is written 
and rewritten by those masters 
who are able to find an insight in- 
to the American character or can 
identify and expand the 
understanding of American 
history. With the passing of Alex 
Haley, we have lost one of the 
finest chroniclers of the American 
experience produced by the past 
generation. 

Born in Ithaca, New York in 
1921, twice married, twice 
divorced, Alex Palmer Haley was 
a journalist by vocation who 
made his mark on American 
culture with two classic tales of 
social struggle. Though he was 
black, and wrote primarily about 
the experiences of black 
Americans, Haley’s writings 
should not be ge a to the 

ory of ‘‘black literature.”’ 

He ads speak of broader 
themes to a far greater audience. 
Haley’s first major project was 
The Autobiography of Malcolm xX 
(1965), which, based on inter-

ee Malcolm’s mab the 
biography puts his message 
faye refined and readable form. 
For Malcolm’s opponents and 
detractors, it gives a more per- 
sonal understanding of a man 
who had hitherto been known to 
the general public only by his 
militant (and sometimes threaten- 
ing) rhetoric and by the unsettl- 
ing concept of ‘‘by any means 
necessary.” After the 


Autobiography’s publication, 
those who opposed both the Na- 
tion of Islam and the many 
manifestations of Black Power 
during the 1960s who embraced 
Malcolm’s philosophy could no 
longer claim these movements 
were ignorant and simplistic. 
Haley had given mainstream 
legitimacy to a radical cause. 
It was with Roots (1976), the 
following mini-series of the same 
name (the top-rated program of 
all time) and the 1979 compila- 
tion Roots: The Saga of an 
American Family that Haley 
made his greatest contribution to 
American culture. Stunning and 
compelling, though flawed in 


knowledge of the Kinte family. 
From this man he learned of a son 
named Kunte who had 
dissapeared from the village in 
the 18th century. Haley traced his 
ancestor from Juffure to the Fort 
James Slave Fort on the Gambia 
to the Maryland Hall of Records 
in Annapolis to Virginia to 
Tennessee. 

Over the nine years he spent 
researching the history of his 
family, Haley constructed an epic 
narrative which he felt could not 
be contained by the traditional 
boundaries of non-fiction. The 
Roots which so captivated 
America has the tone and rhythm 
of a historical novel, but is at

many aspects of its construction, 
Roots presents the sweeping saga 
of the progeny of Kunte Kinte, an 
African tribesman captured and 
sold into slavery and Haley’s 
great-great-great-great- 
grandfather. It also won him a 
Pulitzer Prize in 1977. 

Haley sought to verify and give 
depth to the oral history of his 
family which had been preserv- 
ed and passed down over the six 
generations which seperated him 
from the homeland of his 
forebears. He traced the 
phonemes related to him by his 
grandmother to the Mandigo peo- 
ple who live along the banks of 
the Gambia river in Western 
Africa. In the village of Juffure, 
Haley found a girot who had a

heart a sweeping form of ‘‘fac- 
tion,’’ a blend of fiction and fact 
championed by Truman Capote 
and Tom Wolfe. But where 
Capote and Wolfe leaned toward 
embellished documentary and us- 
ed the same for purposes of social 
commentary, Haley engaged in a 
deeper and more intensly per- 
sonal form of historical analysis. 
He described his opus as a 
‘‘novelized amalgam of what I 
know took place together with 
what my researching led me to 
plausibly feel took place.”’ 

By relating honestly and fairly 
the account of his ancestors rip- 
ped from their native land, sold 
into slavery, abused, debased and 
exploited, yet able through it all 
to maintain a sense of dignity and 


self-worth, Haley at once 
challenged and confirmed the 
idealization of American history. 
To those who read and later view- 
ed Roots, the experiences of 
Haley’s ancestors became the ex- 
periences of their own ancestors. 
Kunte Kinte’s anguish and pride 
became universal expressions of 
the conflicted and contradictory 
nature of the American past. 

While accurately considered a 
milestone in black writing, Roots 
transcends race to a great degree 
and presents a universally ap- 
preciable American history, as 
poignant to those whose ancestors 
came to the New World above 
decks as to those whose ancestors 
were imprisoned below. It is not 
Haley’s characters, who are often 
flat and not fully realized, that 
give his writing such meaning; it 
is the sheer power of their 
experience. 

Haley’s passing does not mark 
the end of an era. The 
Autobiography of Malcolm X is 
not the final or most definitive 
word in the debate over human 
rights. Roots was not the first 
work of ‘‘faction,’’ or the last, or 
the most eloquent, nor, necessari- 
ly, may it prove to be the most 
important. But Haley should be 
remembered as a true American 
master; a man who rose above his 
upbringing to achieve pro- 
minence, paid a grand tribute to 
his heritage, enriched the culture 
of his world, and left society 
more full than he found it. 

He showed us the beauty and 
power of human language and the 
contradictions of human history. 
He will be missed.

Screenwriter Wesley Strick has 
taken a step down from his ex- 
cellent work on Cape Fear to pro- 
duce a screenplay that is organiz- 
ed but which fails to effectively 
flesh out the characters or 
smoothly unwind the plot. There 
are several gaps of credibility in 
the script, the foolishness of 
which undercuts the suspense 
which the film tries to create. 
There are several clever moments 
and interesting plot twists, but 
none are adequately pursued. It 
takes almost a full hour before 
anything interesting happens. But 
in spite of this large amount of 
time wasted, the film fails to 
adequately set up the action of its 
second half. 

Gere, Basinger, and Thurman, 
all of whom have proved their 
abilities in past roles, are not able 
to salvage the film. Both Gere 
and Basinger, both of whom are 
more accurately characterized as 
movie stars rather than movie 
actors, rely on brooding glances 
and furrowing brows in place of 
actual emotions.

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Remember the good old days 
of heavy metal? 

Remember when a three- 
hundred-pound oaf in tights and 
makeup could sing, in complete 
earnestness, ‘‘We’re Not Gonna 
Take It’’—and thousands of 
pimply adolescent boys would go 
out and buy it? Remember the 
days of Judas Priest and Krokus 
and Whitesnake? 

There’s a new generation of 
heavy metal out there that’s try- 
ing to bring back that feeling. 
Bands like Skid Row and 
Cinderella which belong to this 
movement are recycling the same 
old chords, putting on the same 
old clothes, and chanting out the 
same old tired slogans in hopes 
of finding a whole new audience 
of thirteen-year-old rejects. 

Like most of the other bands, 
Scatterbrain is a miserable 
failure. 

After listening to their major 


label debut, Scamboogery, it’s 
not difficult to see why. Scatter- 
brain makes such a desperate ef- 
fort to infuse some fun into the 
music—with would-be party an- 
thems like ‘‘Big Fun’’ and 
*‘Grandma’s House of Babes’’— 
they only end up embarrassing 
themselves. Worse than looking 
childish (which is how Quiet Riot 
and Def Leppard looked), Scat- 
terbrain has the air of middle- 
aged heavy metal trying to find 
its youth. 

That’s not to say that things 
haven’t changed since the old 
days. Scatterbrain has swiped a 
few funky bass licks and grooves 
from the Red Hot Chili Peppers, 
and they definitely sound sharp 
(thanks to producer Paul Nieder). 
But Scamboogery contains the 
same old failures of early-’80s 
heavy metal: unimaginative chord 
changes, inane posturing, and 
blatant sexism (one song is titled 
“‘Swiss Army Girl’’). Worst of 
all, it’s just no fun. 

All this makes the lyrics to 
“*Tastes Just Like Chicken’’ so 
ironic. ‘‘Safe and simple like a 
game,’’ vocalist Tommy Christ 
sings. “‘Pumping out the same old 


same. / Repetitive regurgitation 
/ It’s the Pepsi generation.’’

Uncle Tupelo

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Dare I gush? 

At the risk of going a little too 
nuts over this band, I must 
preface this review with a token 
piece of information. After 
spotting Uncle Tupelo twice last 
spring on campus and scoring 
their debut album, No Depres- 
sion, I must confess that I 
quickly became a Tupelo-head. 
S-tupe-fied? Whatever. 

The real reason I was so 
suckered into the Uncle’s grow- 
ing camp was their chunky, satis- 
fying guitar rock. The power trio, 
based in Belleville, Illinois, melds 
a stunning hybrid of power chord 
rock and genuine country shuffle 
into a raging yet moody blend, 
held together by excitingly tight 
changes. 

So when Still Feel Gone hit the 


stands over winter break, I snat- 


ched it up in an instant. Turns out 
it’s a bit of a change, but hardly 
less coherent than the first album. 
If anything, it’s more consistent- 
ly on-target, though a little 
schizo. 

There are thirteen group com- 


positions on Still. Feel Gone, 
ranging between two extremes 
and covering much of what’s in- 
between. From the feedback- 
dosed *‘Punch Drunk,”’ sung by 
guitarist Jay Farrar in his grainy, 
vaguely Stipeish, but enunciated 
baritone, to bassist Jeff Tweedy’s 
gentle “‘If That’s Alright,’’ the 
trio distills folk music and riffing 
rock into a stable but unique 
whole. 

Not to say the band members’ 
lyrics reflect particularly stable 
lives, of course. Like its 
predecessor, tales of drunkenness 
and boredom in a smallish town 
weave into a woozy backdrop, 
with shards of angst and ver- 
nacular worn in. Oddly, a sort- 
of tribute to the Minutemen’s late

Boon,’ turns up amid the 
wreckage.

panied by large color photos of Barbie and Ken lookalikes who 
remain perfectly made up and sweat-free throughout. Frequent ques- 
tionnaires invite us to test our own sexual attitudes. 

Unfortunately, the practical know-how that’s needed to make a book 
like this useful is completely absent. Instead, Sexual Body Talk pro- 
vides long vague passages on “‘communicating your needs to your 
partner’’ and ‘‘learning to respond.’’ Everything is written in terms 
Ol sWwere 

Listen, for instance, to what the book has to say about breasts: 
“‘No two breasts are ever the same, even when they belong to the 
same woman. Some are big, some small, some firm and some 
soft....breasts are so precious they are bound to create strong 
emotion.”’ 

How about orgasm? ‘‘For both him and her, the experience 
differs with the kind of physical contact being made and with the 
timing: whether love-making has been short and sharp or an extend- 
ed ecstasy of stopping and starting.’’ Ah, I never would have known. 

There aren’t really good pictures to look at either. How anyone 
can claim to adequately instruct neophytes into the sexual arts without 
once showing a single penis is beyond me. The female genitals— 
often a complete mystery to men—don’t get much more coverage. 
What you do see quite often are breasts, large Caucasian breasts that 
both partners tend to avoid as if they were made of thin porcelain. 

One objection to all of this is that it’s difficult to present an 
adequate textbook for sex. How can anyone possibly capture all the 
different. combinations of attitude, experience, and emotion 
surrounding the act between two covers? 

The first response to this question is that you can’t.

In general, movie soundtracks 
that are not created entirely by 
one artist provide more variety 
during the movie but generally 
don’t make for good listening on 
their own. 

Of course, most of you have a 
copy of the Footloose or Top Gun 
soundtracks in the recesses of 
your closets, but I’m not talking 
about junior high fetishes. Direc- 
tor Wim Wenders takes on a very 
ambitious project here, with a 
heavy lineup that includes U2, 
R.E.M., Nineh Cherry, and the 
Talking Heads. The soundtrack, 
however, fails to add up to the 
sum of its components. 

Much of the orchestral sections 
of the score were written by 
French composer Graeme Revell, 
who has been one of the more 
prolific 20th century composers 
of late. However, his themes are 
nothing you’ll come away from 
the theater humming, unlike those 
of his colleague John Williams. 
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His arrangements do complement 
the cello work of David Darling, 
his featured soloist, though. 

The opening theme segues in- 
to ‘‘Sax and Violins,’’ the first 
Talking Heads studio recording 
in over four years. This jaunty 
number is almost vintage Talking 
Heads—if anything, it proves that 
David Byrne and Co. haven’t lost 
their songwriting ability or their 
bizarre sense of humor. 

Unfortunately, the album goes 
on a mostly downhill slide from 
there. Julee Cruise is a torch 
singer-wannabe on ‘‘Summer 
Kisses, Winter Tears,’’ and the 
Dave Alvin band provides 
lackluster accompaniment. Nineh 
Cherry’s credit on ‘‘Move with 
Me’’ is almost coincidental—she 
has maybe a half-dozen lines on 
this hip-hop tune, which stretches 
out too long without doing 
anything. At least ‘“The Adver- 
sary,’’ an odd-metered perfor- 
mance by Crime and the City 
Solution, provides some rhythmic 
interest. 

Lou Reed’s ‘‘What’s Good’’ 
appears as an entirely different 
entity than the version that ap- 
pears on his Power and Glory 
album, but it’s a funkified, 
watered-down version. ‘‘Last 
Night Sleep,’’ by the primarily 
vocal group Can, has some in- 
teresting textures. ‘‘Fretless’’ and 
“Days,’’ by R.E.M. and Elvis 
Costello, respectively, are solid 
tracks, but are also exactly what 
you would expect from these ar- 
tists. Nothing more, nothing less. 

Two pieces of mindless drivel 
by Nick Cave and the Bad Seeds 
and Patti and Fred Smith open the 
second side. These two don’t 
deserve any attention. The odd 
pairing of k.d. lang and Jane 
Siberry fails to jell, and Depeche 
Mode doesn’t fare any better. 
The only tracks that redeem this 
side are ‘‘Humans from Earth,”’ 
a bluesy romp by Tom ‘‘T-Bone’’ 
Burnett, and U2’s ‘‘Until the End 
of the World’’—but you’ve pro- 
bably heard that one before.

National Condom Week Starts Today

The fear of AIDS and the 
growing number of teenage 
Pregnancies have drawn a lot of 
attention to finding methods for 

Safer sex’’. This condom 
awareness has been maintained 
through National Condom Week, 
being held this year February 14 
through 21. 

In 1979, a University of 
California-Berkeley student first 
organized ‘‘National Condom 
Day’’ program on a university 
campus. A California pharmacist, 
Frederick S. Meyer, was respon- 
sible for evolving the first 
program to a larger scale and 
declared February ‘‘National 
Family planning Awareness 
Month’’. 

Since its inception, over 2,000 
volunteers have passed out more 
than 50,000 condoms during the 
week’s events. 

Condoms (also known as 
rubbers or prophylactics) are 
thin, membraned materials 
placed over the penis to prevent 

sperm entering the vagina. Its use 
has been also to prevent the 
spread of sexually transmitted 
diseases (STDs). 


The history of condoms goes as 
far back to 1350 B.C., where 
Egyptian men wore decorative 
covers for the penises. Protection 


against pregnancy and disease, 


penis decoration, and penile or 
vaginal stimulation have been

In other words, studded and 
ribbed condoms do nothing to 
enhance pleasure. 
The material used for condoms 
have evolved from linen sheaths 


of the 16th century. Sheaths made 
from animal intestines were 
eventually given the name of 
“‘condom’’ in the 18th century. 
After the invention of vulcaniz- 
ed rubber, mass production of 
condoms began using synthetic 
materials. 

The condom is placed over the 
erect penis before ejaculation. 
When used properly in conjunc- 
tion with vaginal spermicidal 
foam, the effectiveness is 97 
percent. However, improper use 
may lower this value substantial- 
ly. There is a potential chance of 
breaking, but usually this is the 
result of improper care and handl- 
ing of the condom.

To test condoms sold in the 
U.S. market, the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) uses a 
water-stretch test in batches of 
condoms. The condom is filled 
with 10 ounces of water and if 
any moisture is found on the out- 
side, the test fails. Should more 
than 4 in 1000 condoms fail, then 
the batch does not pass. Foreign 
condoms tend to fail more often 
than domestically made ones. 

Research is being conducted on 
female condoms. Currently, the 
few that are being tested are 
planned to be marketed at $2-3 
apiece. This is relatively more 
expensive than male condoms 
which makes it less appealing to 
those sexually active in using the 
female condom. 

STDs are a major reason for 
using condoms. The rubber walls 
of the latex condoms prevent cer- 
tain organisms and viruses to pass 
through to come in contact with 
the sexual partner. Condoms have 
been known to be impermeable to 
chlamidia, Neisseria gonor- 
rhoeae, herpes virus, con- 
dylomata (genital warts), and

‘ She told us she had AIDS. 

She told us that she and two 
other patients had gotten the 
disease from the same doctor. 

Her name was Kimberly 
Bergalis and she became the 
rallying point behind a movement 
to have health care workers get 
mandatory AIDS testing. 

I saw the television clips of her 
telling her case to a congressional 
panel. 

Many people rallied behind 
Bergalis. She did nothing to get 
the disease, but she was in- 
evitably going to die because of 
her infected doctor. 

And then came cries for further 
testing: from the workplace, to 
the stadium, to'the altar. AIDS is 
also a epidemic of fear. 

I remember watching a special 
on the AIDS. A panel of college 
students said firmly that they 
wouldn’t share any clothing from 
a known person with AIDS 
(PWA.) ; 

(A quick note aside: as silly as 
the term PWA sounds, it is wide- 

used to replace ‘‘AIDS victim” 
a any eee with AIDS in 
it. The stigma of the word AIDS 
is so great that victims get more 
respect being called a PWA.) 

For that matter, they wouldn’t 
swim in the same pool, use the 
same toilet, be in the same room. 
One young woman knew her boss 
was a PWA and thus held her 
breath in his presence, in fear of 
catching an airborne virus. 

In truth, AIDS is an extremely 
hard disease to catch through 
everyday contact. You can't get 
it from sharing clothes, using the 
same facilities, nor eating the 
food. , ; 
You can get it from sharing a 
needle, having unprotected sex in 

any form, and getting an 

unchecked blood transfusion 
a PWA. 

Ds is found in just about 
- every body fluid of a PWA. Even 
tears, saliva, and sweat. The ac- 

tual transmission, however, 








depends greatly on the amount of 
viruses present in the exposure 
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HIV, the virus responsible for 
AIDS. 

Two STDs that are the most 
prevalent on college campuses to- 
day are Chlamydia trachomatis 
and Human Papilloma Virus 
(HPV). Symptoms, complica- 
tions, and treatment for 
chlamydial infections have been 
well defined over the last decade. 
However, HPV identification and 
treatment have only just begun to 
emerge. 

Chlamidia trachomatis is an 
organism that can only live in 
cells of the body. It usually 
affects the genital cells, but they 
can infect other areas as well, 
Symptoms develop within two 
weeks after exposure. Complaints 
of discharge from the penis or 
cervix and/or burning when 
urinating may be one sign, but 
usually many males and females 
have no symptoms and can still 
transmit the infection. For 
females, use of the pill may 
increase the chance of getting the 
infection. 

HPV has the highest infection 
rates amoung college students. 
Approximately 10 percent of the 
students here at Hopkins have 
some evidence of HPV infection. 
There are more than 50 strains of 
this virus. Typically HPV causes 
warts on the skin. Some strains 
may cause warts to appear other 
than the genital tracts. Both males 
and females can develop warts 
around the anus even if they do 
not engage in anal intercourse. 
The time from infection to symp- 
toms vary from six weeks to eight 
months. 

Condom use with spermicide 
offer a good mechanical barrier 
of protection. Lubricants can 
enhance the use of condoms when 
they contain spermicidal agents 
Such as monoxynol-9. Vaseline, 
however, should never be used as 
a lubricant because it tends to 
damage and weaken the con- 
dom’s structure. 

The Student Health Clinic has 
condoms for sale. They can also 
help with tests for STDs if you 
suspect any problems.

exposed. Fortunately, AIDS is 
not present in enough concentra- 
tion in tears, saliva, and sweat to 
actually propose a threat. 

Mosquitoes, although capable 
of carrying the virus, cannot 
transmit the disease. Long studies 
in Africa have proven this. In 
fact, mosquitoes are only known 
to transmit two diseases: malaria 
and yellow fever. Both of these 
are caused by parasites that live 
symbiotically with mosquitoes 
rather than actual viruses. 

One way you can get AIDS is 
through sharing needle with 
AIDS virus carriers. Traces of 
contaminated blood on the needle 
are capable of transmitting the 
virus to anyone using the same 
needle afterwards. 

An easy way to get clean 
needles is to rinse them in a solu- 
tion made from ten parts water 
and one part bleach. In many 
third world countries, health care 
workers use this method to 
sterilize used needles when they 
run out of new ones. 

Furthermore, dishwashing 
detergent is also sufficient in kill- 
ing the virus. If you must share 
a needle, clean it first. 

Of course, the most common 
method of spreading AIDS is 
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semen easily enter through these 
linings and infect the recipient. 

Scientists have also found that 
infected semen can infect rectal 
lining directly, tear or no tear. 
Anal sex is extremely unsafe. 

Heterosexual sex is also 
dangerous. Studies have shown 
that AIDS can be spread from 
woman to man and vice versa. It 
is thought that transmission is 
easier from infected man to 
woman, but that point is still be- 
ing researched. There also has 
been one case where a woman got 
AIDS from artificial 
insemination. 

Pregnant women with AIDS 
also spread the disease to their 
unborn children. In very rare 
cases, AIDS has also been 
transmitted from women to 
children through breast-feeding. 

Blood transfusions are the final 
way of AIDS transmission. When 
the disease was relatively 
unknown, testing was not made 
to catch signs of the disease. 

After hemophiliacs and other 
recipients of blood transfusions 
started showing the AIDS symp- 
toms, measures were taken to 
screen for the virus. Today’s tests 
are 99.8 percent accurate. 




















The Julia Set 
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Fractals for the Everyman: 
Finding the Shape of the Julia Set

What is all this fractal business 
about? From the simple concepts 
I enumerate upon, complex and 
beautiful figures can be formed. 

For T(x)=x?, there exists an 
open interval from (1,-1) contain- 
ing a point P=O such that all 
points in this open interval have 
orbits which tend to 0. Thus, 0 
is an attracting fixed point for 
T(x). 

The basin of attraction 
consists of all points whose 
orbits tend to a given attracting 
fixed point. The basin of 
attraction of the attracting fixed 
point 0 is the set of points whose 
x value is in the open interval 
from -1 to 1. 

A point is a repelling fixed 
point if there exists an open 
interval (a,b) containing fixed 
point P. If x is an element in the 
open interval from a to b, after 
n iterations of any value of x (ex- 
cluding the fixed point P,) as n 
approaches infinity, all orbits of 
x escape from the interval (a,b) 
under iteration. 

For T(x), there exists the open 
interval (12,2) containing fixed 
point 1. All points inthe open in- 
terval have orbits which escape 


to either 0 or 
infinity. Thus, | is a repelling fix- 
ed point.

The chances for getting AIDS 
in other manners than those said 
above are very slim. In Kimber- 
ly Bergalis’ case, the dentist did 
not follow standard methods of 
sterilization. 

Besides that one case, health 
care workers have never spread 
the disease to a patient. Patients, 
however, have spread the disease 
to their health care providers. 

A study of over two thousand 
patients of a Tennessee surgeon 
with AIDS found that only one, 
an IV drug user, has ever show- 
ed signs of the disease. 

Back when syphilis had no 
cure, studies showed that the 
disease may be spread through 
common use of doorknobs. The 
U.S. Navy responded by im- 
mediately removing every 
doorknob on every ship.

will be considered silly in the 
future when the disease in con- 
quered. But right now, AIDS is 
terribly deadly and serious. 
Kimberly Bergalis died of 
AIDS related complications last 
December.

The rifle team finished their 
regular season this month with 
two strong performances. The 
weekend before last, the Jays 
travelled to Philadelphia College 
of Pharmacy & Science.

from twelve schools shot four 
targets air rifle and then a full 
course (twelve targets) with the 
smallbores. Although the Jays 
have a strong chance at making 
the championships, Coach Har- 
dy told them to ‘‘concentrate on- 
ly on the target, not the cham- 
pionship.

Over the season, the Jays have 
averaged 3800 points in a full 
course smallbore.
